/Text/ Ulyankulu=="No, no one learns French here. Primary education is given in 
Swahili, and some classes are given in Bnglish. For us older people French has already 
become a dead language.” The former teacher who was talking to us with a visible 
nostalgia is one of the 130,000 Hutu tribesmen from Burundi, a former, French-speaking 
Belgian colony, who took refuge in Tanzania after the tribal clashes with the 

Tutsis in 1972 and 1973. 


There are more than 25,000 of them in the Ulyankulu “rural resettlement zone” near 
Tabora, in the northwestern part of Tanzania. In theory these refugees are now 
“self-sustaining” in the field of food. A few hectares of land have been given to 
each family in this region with a climate which is more clement than in most of the 
areas where refugees in Africa generally gather. They Live in “comfortable” huts, 
by lo val standards, in this large agricultural area cleared of forest with the aid 
of the UN High Commission for Refugees /UNCHR/. 


The government in Dar es Salaam, which has given Tanzanian nationality to 35,000 ° 
refugees from Rwanda, and the representatives of the UNHCR consider that the Hutus 
from Burundi are in the course of assimilation. The life which they lead in 
Ulyankulu strongly resembles that of the Tanzanian farmers of the area--Bantus 

like themselves--who till the land by attempting to apply the principles of “Ujamaa,” 
the “Tanzanian socialism” which President Nyerere intends to maintain, despite a 
limited amount of success up to the present. 


Ulyanktulu is presented on all sides as a success. However, in Dar es Salaam one of 
the Lutheran missionaries who built this camp with the help of the UNHCR, at the 
time of the arrival of the refugees and prior to its being taken over by the Tan- 
zanian government in 1980, told us modestly when we asked him about the present 
Situation: “It's not getting worse, but it's not getting better, either.” 


At the time of our visit to Ulyankulu, the Hutu's had shown a rather demanding 
attitude unusual among African refugees who are gererally resigned to their fate. 
in the first place they have no intention of accepting Tanzanian nationality. All 
of them state that they wish to return to Burundi “as soon as that becomes possible 





again,” That Means, it te clearly understood, once the Hutus will have taken 
revenge on the Tutsis who ate presently in power, Further, the Hutus consider them- 
selves to be more or less “exploited,” Their production of corn reportedly is pur- 
Chased trom them at a tidiculous price, They have been “dumped in a ceserve" 

with only a bus to cover the .00 Kilometers or so to Tabora, the town where there 

iS a Market, In any case, a former official, evidently not prepared to Live under 
the "Ujamaa” system in the countryside, told us, “We are living in a non-monetary 
economic system:" that is, a system of autarchy in a closed world, 


The officials of the UNHCR viewed with a certain calm the rise of a fever of criticism 
in part of the camp upon the arrival of the journalists. It seems that, in the life 
ot a refugee, there is 4 phase which is always difficult, that is, when he ceases 
being a person receiving assistance but is not yet fully integrated into the country 
which has given him asylum, Meanwhile, he feels, “a nostalgia for a fatherland 

where he has ended up forgetting that things there were worse."

To this end, the committee 
reactivated the joint sub-committee on 
economic affairs first set up in June 
1973. It also decided to establish three 
new joint sub-committees on transport 
and communications: cultural. 
scientific and technical co-operation. 
and border and security matters 

The three governments seemed to be 
hitting at Somala when they included 
secessionism and expansionism among 
the evils they are opposed to. which also 
include imperialism. colomalism., neo- 
colonialism. apartheid and racism. 
Interestingly. Sudan itself was 
supporting the Eritrean secessionist 
struggle in Ethiopia until last year. But 
the three countries now appear to be 
offering Somalia, which wants the 
Ogaden province of Ethiopia as well as 
parts of Kenya. the hand of friendship. 
On condition it stops its aggression 
against its neighbours. 














Said the communique: “The 
consultative committee expressed 
readiness (to enlarge the scope of 
membership to those in (he region ready

RANCE, [TED STALES VIE FOR HEALTH CARE RESPONSIBILITY

[Text] Who is responsible for health in Africa? The Africans? 
The French, the Americans and Europeans participating in ACDA 
(Concerted Action for African Development)? This body, which 
is composed of six member countries of the OECD, has aroused 

a storm of protest in France--partly political in nature-- 
because it wanted to make the United States responsible for 
"improvement of health" in Africa, 


Critics condemn France's abandonment of her role, The French 
Government protests that it is nothing of the sort, that the 
United States will only be contributing to the improvement of 
that role, It takes the opportunity to proclaim that Africa 
is not any country's “private preserve." What is really the 
case? 


Is there a health policy in Africa? Who is responsible for it, on whom does it de- 
pend? These questions have continued to agitate chanceries and medical and phar- 
maceutical circles since the debate was launched more than a month ago on ACDA's 
role in the health field. Foes of “American imperialism," primarily in France, 
believe that ACDA's decision concedes to the United States an important part of 
health care, and therefore marginalizes the Europeans, especially the French. They 
also maintain that such a concession will result in giving the United States key 
medical sectors such as vaccines, to the detriment of European laboratories. 


Doubtless they exaggerate the scope of the decision made by ACDA officials. French 
officials, for their part, are trying to minimize the consequences. Nevertheless, 
to minimize is not the same as to deny. The fact is that the promotion of health 
activity in Africa has been entrusted to the Americans since last November following 
an ACDA meeting in Paris. (The Americans, it might be added, are no less deeply 
involved in the reforestation of the continent.) 


American Veto 


The idea for creating an “International Development Fund for Africa" was born in 











1970, at the tireat Fran African summit President Valery Giscard d'Pataing, who 


ad meented setting up «a specia und, underiined the necessity of the African 
states getting involved in the project, its objective, originally, was to add to 
the diverse »ilateral and @ulti!atera!l ald programs provided to Africe by the 
industria ates, 

The Frenc) government had proposed to provide the special fund with §1 billion (or 


Fr S billilen), which would be financed, if plane were carried out, in the following 
way: 40 percent by the United States, 20 percent by the FRG, 20 percent by France, 
|S percent by Great Britain, and 5 percent by Belgium, The French proposal was 
categorically rejected by the Carter government which preferred a "more flexible, 
leas rigid and less inetitutional formule.” The French representative, Mr Edouard 
Theyeset, said in turn that it would be necessary to “find a quick, flexible, and 
efficient tormula in order to obtain convincing results,” The official explanation 
of the American refusal was that the United States preferred to participate in 
conerete projects like the construction of railroads, irrigation, building, and... 
health, 





in reality, Mr Carter, who made himself the champion of human rights from the time 
he arrived in the White House, scarcely intended to get involved with states most 

of whom had the common denominator of having been the “colonizers of Africa." Thus 
the proposed creation of the special fund foundered, The five,countries, followed 
by Caneda, decided to work together in a more flexible and "less constraining" 
framework and to coordinate their efforts while concentrating on particular sectors. 
The meeting of the six states on 28 November 1979 in Paris gave birth to ACDA, 


This reform translated into a division of labor which result. in a locating irriga- 
tion in Senegal to France, for example, railroad constructi in southern Africa to 
the FRG, and health improvement to the United States, 


This latter decision could not leave the co -erned French officials indifferent, 
Disagreeing with the French Government, Mr Charles Merieux of the Association for 
Preventive Medicine, which includes the Merieux Institute, the Pasteur Institute, 
and the International Childrens Institute, contends that what is at stake is a 
“considerable loss of influence in every field and a diplomatic, psychological, and 
technical mistake..." 


But ACDA denies that it is “giving away,” as it were, France's medical pre-eminence 
in Africa to the United States. A document published by the French ministry of 
foreign affairs states that France in 1980 still spent some Fr 238 million for health 
development in Africa, 


ACDA is careful, all the same, not to say to just what extent it will put on the 
American health establishment oa the black continent, By becoming the "leader" in 
the medical sector, the United States is in a word going to intensify an activity it 
already started a few years ago, through WHO and USAID. An activity that was all 

the more restricted to a formal framework because its historical relations with 
Africa are neither as deeply rooted nor as complex as those of France, Great Britain, 
or Belgiun. If one can believe the report Denis Conroy, the American delegate, made 
last November to Henri Journiac, who is responsible for health cooperation in Africa, 





the United States will not serimp with resources in responding to Africa's need 
for health taprovement with the effectiveness one expects of them, 


Vast USAID Program 


That improvement in fact imvelves some 340 million out of the total population of 
45?) million imhabitante on 4 continent where every year some 12 million children 
are born, Some African estates have already received visite by American experte 
whe have come to study the various health policies and to establish a list of 
endemic and contagious diseases (tuberculosis, measles, diptheria, etc.). USAID 
intends to launeh a vast program, both of prevention and of care and training, 
extending over 4 period of more than 10 years, Because of this, from now on al) 
activity by UNICEF or WHO or ether bodies will have to be in harmony with "the 
American project.” Quite naturally it is th.e part which has aroused the anger of 
a number of officials (dectors, politicians, experte and others). In Paris it is 
dewied, offietally, that Prance ie in any way losing ite “prestige” and ite 
traditional presence in Africa, The critics are not appeased: “Ie France bartering 
health in Africa for “less noble” projects such as irrigation in Senegal?” The 
Afeicans, who are the most immediately concerned, have not yet reacted officially. 
When, therefore, will we see broadened concertation among the Africans? 


ACDA Does Not Concern Iteelf Only With Health 


ACDA wae born 28 November 1979, after the collapse of the French plan for a spec‘al 
fund. Composed of six member countries of OECD (the United States, France, West 
Germany, Belgium, and Canada), it hae a primary liaison office in Paris where 
periodically six accredited diplomate meet “intormally" to carry out the coordina- 
tion, 


ACDA has established a series of projects in Africa, for the accomplishment of which 
“leaders” have been designated, From the irrigation of the plains of Senegal to 

the rehabilitation of the railroad from Mozambique to Malawi, and the medical 
immunization program entrusted to the United States, ACDA's activicy is multi-faceted, 
“ad hoc” committees of experts have been created to apportion out the tasks in 
accordance with the capabilities (both technical and financial) and the generosity 

*' @ach member donor of ACDA Six programs have already been set up, each one being 
entrusted to one national donor who takes responsibility for its realization fron 
start to finish in coordination with the five other partners. 


The designated “leader,” it is said, cannot claim any “absolute exclusivity" in the 
progras. This ts the case with the health activity entrusted to the Americans: 

the immunization program requires the collaboration of the five other states, which 
are putting their technology, their experience, and their “know-how” to work for 
the United States, Citing the general declaration of the OA [Organization of 
African Unity] economic summit (Lagos, 1980), ACDA consciously focuses on regional 
development projects: the route between Mozambique and Malawi, port infrastructure 
at Maputo to alleviate .ve dependence of the states of the region on South Africa 
for their transit, massive vaccinations in southern Africa, etc. All these 
activities are orchestrated in close collaboration with the Africans concerned. 


ACDA is also considering opening the circie of donors to other merber countries of 
OECD,

SMALL ALRLINES=-Directore of African civil aviation authorities began meetings in 
Nairobi Tuesday which will last to 8 May, ase part of the seventh session of the 
African Civil Aviation Commission (CAPAC), Established in 1966 in Addis Ababa, 
CAYAC=-whose headquarters is in Dakar=--ie trying to balance and develop air trane- 
port in Africa, "Thies meeting begins at a time when prospects are far from shining,” 
atressed the Kenyan minister of traneport, who added chat “emergency measures are 
needed.” Nevertheless, air transport in Africa te growing apace. For proof one 
need only point to the fact that between 1970 and 1980 it grew 12 percent per year, 
while the world average was 9 percent. It ie still true, though, that most African 
companies can prosper, This explaine how the multinational company “Air Afrique" 
was able to make a profit of FR CFA 1.3 billion (see LE CONTINENT of 27 April) in 
1980, By contrast, the majority of emall and middle-sized companies are having 
serious problems, “Air Tanzania,” for example, can no longer buy spare parts, while 
"Kenya Airways" has just announced the elimination of several flights and a reduc- 
tion in ite expatriate personnel. “Air Burundi” has simply abandoned ite sole 
‘nrernational flight, to Nairobi, as ite lone Caravelle is costing too much, Also, 
in order to make it possible for the small companies to survive, CAFAC is trying to 
set up a system of centers with rapid and guaranteed connections, The African 
countries would then be linked by major air routes, around which would be put 
together hub networks. But that is not the only defect of this sector of activity 
which suffere above all from a great absense of harmonization of networks. In 
reality, the shortest road between two capitals on the continent is still one 
passing through...Burope.

UNEMPLOYMENT IN AFPRICA--If demographic growth and tue rural exodus continue at the 
present rate, the urban populati.a of the Third World should reach 2 billion by the 
end of the century: thus, o@e out of every three people would be living in a Third 
World city, compared to one out of five at present. Despite the expansion of ite 
industries and of services in the urban centers, these sectors can no longer absorb 
the growing number of job-seekers, According to the International Labor Office 
[ILO], the urban poor cannot remain idle if they want to survive, so that they are 
taking up a variety of odd jobs in the street, such as hawkers of cigare:tes and 
newspapers, shoe-shine boys, etc., where people are hired to do anything. So they 
are not Listed as jobless. Some 150 million of them, according to the ILO, are 
classified by economists as in the “unstructured” sector and by sociologists as 
peddlers. The study, published yesterday by the ILO, based on 16,000 individuals 
in this sector in nine cities in Africa, Asia, and Latin America, sheds light on the 
economic viability of this sector: the people who work in it do not consider their 














employment to be temporary, They have incomes comparable to the minimum wage in the 
structured sector and account for one-fourth to one-third of all the income earned 

in the cittles, Moreover, thie sector uses local materiale, restoring and reclying 
things, thereby averting some exchange outlaye, It ie thue a “safety valve” against 
growing unemployment, and should be assisted and expanded, for exemple by facilitating 
the access of emall enterprises to capital.

ZAIRIAN COFFEE TRANSITING UGANDA--The Zairian-Ugandan ministerial transport 
sub-committee, that recently met in Goma, proposed to the full joint commission the 
creation of a permanent committee of experts charged with studying the technical 
and financial aspects of this matter. The ministerial transport sub-committee was 
created at the meeting of this past 6 April at Gbado-Lite by A. Milton Obote, 
president of the Republic of Uganda, and Mobutu Sese Seko, founding president of 
the MPR and president of the republic. In Goma, the two delegations discussed the 
ways and means of facilitating the transportation of Zairian coffee transiting 
through Uganda, destined for the port of Mombassa. In this connection, they 
established the Uganda entry points through which the convoys carrying the Zairian 
coffee are to pass and determined the names of the Zairian coffee transport com- 
panies and the conditions under which they must operate. In addition, they studied 
and adopted the measures to be taken by the authorities of both countries for the 
normal transiting of Zairian coffee convoys on Ugandan territory. They were highly 
satisfied with the atmosphere of cordiality and mutual understanding that charac- 
terized the discussions. For its part, the Ugandan delegation expressed its deep 
appreciation to President Mobutu Sese Seko and to the Zairian people ‘for the 
African hospitality and welcome accorded” it during its stay. The Zairian delega- 
tion, headed by citizen Kamitatu Massamba, state commissioner fo.

The social goal of the Bouygues Offshore Cameroon Company, as a Cameroonian company, 
alone and or in partnership, and or as subcontractor, and or as sales representative, 
is to study, prefabricate, build, and provide maintenance for petroleum equipment 

on the soil of the United Republic of Cameroon, thus making possible the 

following: (a) the production, conversion, transportation, distribution, and 
stocking of liquids and or various products (gas, liquid, heavy goods...), such 

as underwater pipelines, and or pipelines on land, ports and terminals, offshore 
platforms, piers, refineries, pumping stations.... (b) other infrastructure 
equipment connected with the petr lLeum industry. 


The capital of BOSCAM is set at 400 million CFA francs and is distributed as 

follows: Bouygues 0! ‘shore at 65 percent, Cameroonian interests have 35 percent held 
by the National Investment Firm (10 percent), the National Hydrocarbon Company 

(20 percent), the Fund for Stabilizing Hydrocarbon Prices (5 percent). 


The three Cameroonian companies represent Cameroon on the board of directors of 
BOSCAM . 


From the start, the company will be run by an administrative council, directed by 
the National Hydrocarbon Company, assisted by a vice president (Bouygues Offshore), 
and a single general management having a general manager, Bouygues Offshore, with 
an aesistant general manager, Cameroonian. 


It is stated, moreover, that the Cameroonian Government is free to associate at 


any time with any other person (physically or morally) engaged in petroleum related 
activities in the United Republic of Cameroon.

INTERNAL DISSENSION BEING ACCENTUATED 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 7 May 61 p 2 


{Article by Lucien Ahonto: “Both in the Opposition and Within the GUNT: Internal 
Dissension Is Growing in Chad"7 


LText7 The trip which the chief of the Transitional Government of National Union in 
Chad (GUNT) begins today /7 May7 to Cameroon comes at a time when the internal 
situation in Chad has again become tense, as far as the various factions making up 
the GUNT are concerned, as well as within the opposition forces. Certainly, President 
Goukouni will not find a solution in his difficulties in Cameroon, although the 
problem of Chadian refugees in Cameroon remains an important problem between the two 
countries. Cameroon, which has maintained a position of “absolute neutrality” 
regarding the conflict in Chad, has always kept ite frontiers open. Nearly 2,000 
refugees have remained in Cameroon, and they weigh more and more heavily on the 
economy of that country. 


The leader of GUNT, Goukouni Weddeye, is to mect today, 7 May, his counterpart in 
Cameroon, President Ahmadou Ahidjo. This meeting between the two chiefs of state 

has acquired special importance. First of all it takes place at a time when fighting 
is again spreading on Chadian territory. On the other hand the meeting takes place 
only a few days before the expiration of the period of 3 months which the Lome Summit 
Meeting had fixed for the organization of free elections throughout Chad. Finally, 
President Ahidj©, who has alwaye been very discreet about the situation in Chad, 

may this time come out of his silence, because he feels himself “threatened” on hie 
northern frontier on the one hand and finds himself more and more faced with a serious 
problem: that of the refugees, who today amount to nearly 200,000 /Sic7. 


On the internal scene, not only have the Lome agreements (elections and the withdrawal 
of Libyan troops) not been respected, but the provisional government, for the past 
several weeks, has suffered from serious internal dissension. These dissensions, in 
the course of the Easter weekend, ended in clashes between the Forces of Common 
Action (FAC) of the minister of foreign affairs of the GUNT, Acyl Ahmat, and the 
People's Armed Forces (FAP) of Goukouni Weddeve.

In the Couree of a week's trip whieh he made to the five prefectures in the southern 
part of the country around the middle of last March, the president of the GUNT promiced 
to the people of ® regions the full application of the Lagos accords, that is, 

the organigation ot iree elections, the turning over of the Chadian state to lay 
persons, a8 well oS the payment of salaries to all officials by the end of March, 

Those were the concitions imposed by the officials for their return to the capital. 


All these promises remain largely unfulfilled, in any case one could therefore tay 
that the government officials are not ready to return to their offices, which have 
been abandoned for more than one year already. 


At one time it had been feared that this situation would involve a split between the 
two strong men of the regime, Goukouni and Kamougue (vice president of the GUNT) and 
would mean the secession of the southern part of the country. However, this has not 
happened. And it is within the very center of the “southern” camp that serious 
dissensions have just emerged, 


On the one hand Col Kamougue, the strong man of the south, ie more and more challenged 
by the minister of agriculture of the GUNT, Lossimian Naimbaye, who is also from the 
south. On the other hand many officers of the former regular army have never been 
fully “assimilated,” as a result of their being led and commanded by a police 
officer, Lt Col Kamougue. According to trustworthy sources, the latter reportedly 
have been regrouped, with their men, not far from the Central African frontier, 
refusing to obey the vice president of the GUNT. The same sources indicate, moreover, 
that the latter is reportedly more and more isolated. 


As tar as the provinces of the north are concerned, this is no “honeymoon” either. 
Engaged in combat with the Armed Forces of the North /PAN7 of Hissein Habre, who also 
has difficulties within the FAN, the “northern” faction is also threatened by the 
struggle for influence between the Chadian president and his minister of foreign 
affairs, Acyl Ahmat. 


The conflict which involves the two men results in particular from the Libyan 
presence on Chadian territory. In the face of the almost general disapproval by 
world opinion of the Libyan presence President Goukouni is presently trying to ensure 
the departure of an “ally” who has become a burden and because of whom he sees 
himself as having been “placed in quarantine” by many countries. However, caught 
between hammer and anvil, his ‘-eedom of maneuver remains very limited. 


To many observers Acyl Ahmat, who is fundamentally favorable to a prolonged presense 
of Libyan forces, presently has more advantages than Goukouni Weddeye. For Acyl 
Ahmat the Libyan presence guarantees the peace and security of the country, the first 
condition to achieve national reconstruction. To observers the minister of foreign 
affairs seems to be in a position to win out over his president. The same observers 
indicate that Col Qadhdhafi could completely “liquidate” the Chadian president for 
the benefit of Acyl. “However, if he has not yet done this,” the observers add, 
“this is because of the imminence of the Summit Meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity.”

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D'GMISSIAL OF MAHAMUT SALEH TERMED 'HEAVY BLOW' FOR FAN

/Text/ At the same time that rivalry is emerging in Ndjamena between Goukouni Weddeye 
and hie minister of foreign affairs, Acyl Ahmat, the opposition to the GUNT is 
experiencing bitter dissensions for its own part. 


These dissensions have worsened with the dismissal of Mahamat Saleh Ahmat from the 
Command Couneil of the Armed Porces of the North (CCFAN), where he was responsible 

for foreign relations. Further, Mahamat Saleh Ahmat was in fact the number two man 
in CCPAN, the spokesman and the right arm of Hissein Habre. The news of the dismissal 
of Mahamat Saleh was announced on 28 April in Lagos, following a noisy meeting of the 
leadership of the PAN in tive Nigerian capital. He was accused of “high treason by 
reason of his contacts with the Libyans.” In reality Saleh was the victim of his 
position in favor of an “overall political solution” of the conflict in Chad. (See 
LE CONTINENT of 21 and 30 April.) 


Relations had been deteriorating for months between Habre and his deputy, to the 
poi. that, according to certain sources, the two menhad not been on speaking terms 
for 2 months before the dismissal of the figure responsible for FAN's foreign relations. 
The latter had for a long time urged political negotiations with the GUNT and the 
Libyans. This tendency, as far as that is concerned, was an oid one within the FAN, 
but it could hardly make itself heard outside the organization. This tendency 
exerted strong pressure in favor of the Lagos accords. It is said that it is even 
duc to such pressures that Hissein Habre sioned the ceasefire agreements which, in 
December 1980, had the appearance of a military defeat. It was following this that 
relations deteriorated between Habre and Mahamat Saleh, a prelude to the breaking 

of contact between them, 


it is aleo a fact that the tendency which Mahamat Saleh represented was in a minority 
position, faced with the supporters of an armed struggle to the end. It is empha- 
sized that this view was not favorably accepted by several leaders and activists who 
adjusted badly to exile. The fact remains that the defection and then the dismissal 
of Mahamat Saleh constitute a hard blow for the FAN. He was one of the most 
brilliant theoreticians in the organization, and his support was of primary 
importance for the international audience which the movement of Hissein Habre had 
acquired. It is even said that the star of Mahamat Saleh had begun to place the 
leader of the FAN in its shadow. The latter henceforth had to take his troops in 
hand since the grumbling reportedly had gone as far as the military hierarchy.

GUNT TO MAINTAIN CONTRO!. OF LIBYAN FORCES

/Text7 A communique published Tuesday 12 May in Ndjamena following a meeting of 
Chad's GUNT /Transitional National Union Government7 indicates that Libyan military 
ataff in Chad should be immediately unified into a single general staff in 

Ndjamena in order to take orders only from the Chadian head of state. The document 
notes that the Libyan army in Chad should not take any steps without first getting 
approval from Mr Goukouni Oueddei, head of the GUNT. 


Also, the communique announced that Col Hasran Isquai Mufta, commandant of the 
Libyan detachment at Abeche (eastern Chad) and his deputy, Lt Col Ali, have been 
relieved of their duties by the GUNT's decision. That decision was made following 
the events that transpired in mid-April in Abeche, during the course of which Libyan 
soldiers gave support to the forces of Mr Acyl Ahmat (the GUNT minister of foreign 
affairs) against the People's Armed Forces /PAP7 of Mr Goukouni Oueddei. The GUNT, 
according to the communique, is considering eventually withdrawing the Libyan con- 
tingent from that eastern region. 


In other news, starting Sunday 10 May the GUNT has prohibited strikes and demon- 
strations. This decision follows the recent circulation of tracts calling on the 
populace to demonstrate /"against the Libyan military presence in Chad,'/ and also the 
strike movement that appeared in mid-April among hospital personnel in Ndjamena. 


The GUNT's agreement to send a neutral African force to Ndjamena (LE MONDE of 10- 

ll May) raises many questions. It does not seem very likely that such a force could 
be effectively created and sent to Chacian territory before the next summit meeting 
of the Organization of African Unity [Oanv7, scheduled to be held in June in Nairobi. 
In light of developments in the Chad situation, particularly in Ndjamena, African 
leaders will declare themselves either in support or opposed to the sending of 
contingents. 


in effect, though Mr Goukouni Oueddei may have said he has /"“agreed in advance"/ to 
the sending of this force to Ndjamena, he has questioned the role it could play, 
while still declaring himself prepared to receive the neutral contingents /"if 
Africa ineists,"/ and in general the GUNT president seems to consider there is no 
reason to have such a presence.

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COMORO ISLANDS 


LIVING CONDITIONS, POLITICAL SITUATION DESCRIBED

/fText7 Moroni. The call to prayer which rises from the "Friday Mosque" disturbs for 
a while the somnolence of the old harbor where a few dhows lie belly up. Later on, 
the labyrinth of alleys in the old town will be filled with the peaceful sounds of 
business being carried on in the shops. Almost 3 years after the fall of Ali 
Soilih--and his death--the Comoro Islands, rural and mercantile, altogether lively 
and austere--are once more wrapped up in their ancestral indolence. The islands 
have found civil peace again, but along with it all their old problems, which have 
never been solved. Beneath the daily languor, the contradictions of the Comoros-- 
demographic, economic, cultural--are intensified. The conflicts within the social 
body become more painful, to the point of inciting a still largely feudal political 
class to some tame innovations. 


First there is the demographic nightmare and its consequences. The archipelago 
shelters more than 350,000 inhabitapts, that is 400 to the square kilometer (1,000 
to the square mile) of arable land. Considering the resources, the population 
already exceeds the optimal threshold, while at the present growth rate it will 
double before 20 years. In Anjouan, the most overpopulated of the islands, the birth 
control program h\s barely gotten underway. Mrs Boudrah, the governor's wife, has 
just spent some time in the United States. She supervises, with some foreign aid, 
the Family Planning Program. "Women are responding very favorably," she says, "their 
development of awareness is extraordinary." Free fitting of contraceptive devices 
and free pills in Anjouan-~-a small revolution, indeed. That is if the government 
follows through, for time is short. On the “heights” of Anjouan, where the Ilang- 
Ilang's heady fragrance prevails, not an inch of land has been left uncultivated. 








laccording to the semi-official and temporary results of a census conducted with the 
help of the UN in March 1980, the archipelago accommodates, with Mayotte, 408,000 
inhabitants, divided as follows: Grand Comore (189,000), Anjouan (148,000), Moheli 
(19,000), Mayotte (52,000). However many Comorioan officials affirm that these figures 
are an underestimation of the real population. 


“rach island is administered by a governor who has considerable power to make 
decisions, but insufficient financial means. 








in spite of the partial redistribution of the former colonial estates, the young 
peasants are in need of land, This accounts for the destruction of the forests: 
10,000 heetares have disappeared in a few years. Added to this is the plundering 
of the Land, often badly exploited, and the ravaging of the beaches, since coral is 
used as construction material, 


ihe archipelago, too long neglected by France, is short of qualified cadres. 

Although still low (40 percent), schooling is rapidly growing. At the rate of 600 
baccalaureates per year, the employment market will soon enough be saturated, 
resulting in an increase in the unemployment rate which is already considerable, 

The Comorians will not be able to slow down the exodus of their labor force, for that 
matter a traditional phenomenon. Some of those ‘n charge suggest that this flight 

or brain drain might as well be guided toward some friendly countries, those of the 
Gult, for example. The other technicians, they add, will join the rural sector which 
in So badly in need of them. For self-suffici acy in food production rc sins an 
unattainable objective. The archipelago, an importer of rice for centuries, buys 
15,000 tons of it yearly from Burma (which donates an additional 5,000 tons), fo. its 
essential needs. The oligopoly, held by three important business families--including 
that of the chief of state, Ahmed Abdallah--makes speculative transactions in rice 
easy. Several factors account for the decrease in the exploitation of the land: the 
abundance of natural tesources, which promotes nonchalance (according to an evaluation 
by the World Bank, the Comorian agricultural worker works the equivalent of 50 days 
per year); the partial subsistance of sharecropping; the absence of a cadastre and of 
rural credit; the competition between the different laws of the land (Islamic, common, 
and modern). 


The insufficiency of food production is worsened by certain dietary taboos, notably 
the prohibition of feeding fish to young children. One out of two dies before age 
five. The state of sanitation in the archipelago is deplorable, even by African 
standards. In this traditionally underequipped country, the excesses of Ali Soilih's 
regime did nothing tw improve matters. 


The “Secondary School Revolution" 


Many concede that the legacy of the “secondary school revolution" has some positive 
aspects. Comorian Islamism, a retrograde but nonfanatic state religion implanted 

for a millenium, deeply permeates the soci»l life. Ali Soilih made the fatal mistake 
of openly and brutally attacking it. Yet his “modernistic" undertaking left indelible 
marks on minds. The young girls who received some education reject the veil and 
prearranged marriages. Poligamy is declining rapidly and sexual taboos are readily 
violated. Certainly the notables are once more in control. They have regained--but 
had they really lost it?--their base: lands, fiefs, and clientele. Favoritism is 
still used too often by the administration when recruiting personnel or granting 
scholarships. The money from graft ("caisses noires") remains all powerful. When 

on a tour the leaders always slip wads of CFA notes inside matrons' bodices in order 
to placate some impatience. But those nostalgic over the Sultanate are no longer 
thoroughly in charge. 
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Giving into the pressures of the young who are seld on the ideas of thia century, 

the regime Salvages Alo Soilih o initietives, President Abdallah has glorified him 
olt before us for having regulated the pomp and the banquets of the "Grand Marriane, 
a teaditional ceremony which, along with the pilgrimage to Mecca, signifies tor a)!

approval," 

More than ever, French aid appears to be crucial to the stability of ene regime. 
Since Ali Soilih's fall, Paris has reestablished an unrivaled influence* in the 
Comoros, There are a number of factors justifying a weighty presence: France's 


responsibilities in the past--and in the present, in Mayotte; the existence of 400,000 
French-speaking people in the Comoros (French is the official language along with 
Arabic); the exile to France of 15,000 Comorians (of which half have become our 
countrymen); the concern over having eventually to check some foreign covetousness., 
Direct budgetary aid takes care of more than half of the opera ional expenses of 

the State. It allows it to reimburse its creditors and pay its salaries, often 
several months late. 


France supports 86 technical assistants, of those around 50 are teachers. There is 
cooperation in such areas as diverse as health, aeronautics, the treasury, or customs, 
France, as the foremost commercial partner of the Comorian State supplies a third of 
its imports and buys haif of its exports. According to an agreement conclired in 
November 1978, Paris is to assume the defense of the Comoro Islands agains § any 
aggression in exchange for naval facilities. Around 20 technical advisors, under 

the command of a lieutenant-colonel of gendarmery, serve with the small national army 
(800 men). 





French aid, although vital, perpetuates a welfare mentality. President Abdallah 
always seems to expect more from the former protector. His difficulties, however, 
are very real. His administration could be more efficient, taxes don't bring in 
much money, and the deficit in the treasury totals 1.5 billion CPA francs. Four 
cash crops--Ilang-Ilang, vanilla, clove, and copra--provide 95 percent of the hard 
currency. But the income is really low nowadays. The Ilang-Ilang, a perfume 
fixative, suffers from the merciless competition of the synthetic substitutes. The 
collapse of the world price of vanilla no lonver makes it possible to amortize 
investments. Comorian agriculture needs to be both developed and diversified. These 
problems do not keep the regime from living beyond its means. So, the Comorian diaq- 
nitaries--led by the Grand Mufti--and relying on the Islamic solidarity, go seek 

the money where it is, with the rich “brothers” of the Gulf. Saudi Arabia, bkuwait, 
Abou-Dhabi finance the construction of roads on the three islands. The archipelago 
does not spare its “indefectible support for the Palestinian cause.” 


Bob the Tourist 
As tor the former mercenaries, they are still in Moroni, but “have settled in." 


Around 30 of them command the “presidential quard,” a spearhead unit of 300 men dr A 
to Abdullah. Some others are in business. As a preliminary to resuming its aid, 
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lexcept for France, China is the only country to have an embassy in Moroni (at the 
charge d'affaires level).

Heteroclite and undermined by personal quarrels, it 
Mixes at least three tendencies: the extreme Left, reassembled in Paris around the 
Association of Comore Trainees and Students (ASBC), which calle for “a national 
revolution, democratic and popular,” and distributes in the archipelago, a clandestine 
sampoon LA VOIX DU PRUPLE (The Voice of the People); the teformist movement whose 
organizer in Moroni is Mougaoir Abdallah; finally, the Comite National de Salut 
Public (the National Committee for Public Safety) of Said Ali Kemal, the former 
ambassador to Paris, not too representative and difficult to locate on the political 
chessboard.

“We understand the 
Mahorais’ desire for autonomy,” notes Ali Mroudjae, minister of foreign affairs.

[Text7 Moscow- The Congolese People's Republic was set to sign on Wednesday 13 May 
a treaty of friendship and cooperation along the lines of those Mosewu.’ has already 
cone luded with some 20 countries. This was announced by Mr Leonid Brezhnev in a 
speech made at the dinner given Tuesday at the Kremlin in honor of Mr Denisa Sassou- 
Nguesso, president of the Congo. The African statesman had arrived in Moscow late 
the morning of the same day, and had been welcomed by “he most important members of 
the Soviet leadership, starting with Me Breshnev. This visit, which had been 
acheduled for 2 years, had been delayed several times following differences between 
the two countries. 


Among other things the Soviet Union is asking Brazzaville for the use of a naval 
base at Pointe-Noire, but the Congolese have always been very reluctant to accede 
to the Soviet desire. Has the problem been resolved, or has it simply been put 
aside? The speeches given at the Kremlin do not give us the answer, but the signing 
of a treaty of friendship and cooperation is incontestably a diplomatic success for 
the Kremlin. 


"“Africa...As Africans Want It” 


Mt Brezhnev did not fail to congratulate Mr Sassou-Nguesso on the building up of the 
pct (Congolese Labor Party7 which he said is /"among the biggest parties in inde- 
pendent Africa to have opted for the building of a new society based on Soviet 
socialiem."/ The Soviets in fact attach great importance to the creation in young 
countries of Marxist-Leninist parties, which they see as guaranteeing their con- 
tinued influence.

DETAILS ON ABORTIVE COUP: FORMER REGIME MEMBERS ARRESTED 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 9 May 61 p 4 


(Article by M Maiga: “Bquatorial Guinea: Wave of Arrests of Former Supporters of 
Macias and Leftist Figures"7 


{Text/ Between 100 and 160 people reportedly have been arrested in Equatorial Guinea. 
These figures are difficult to check. However, it is certain that a wave of arrests 
has been taking place in Equatorial Guinea since 10 April, when an attempted coup 
d'etat failed to overthrow Lt Col Teodoro Obiang Nquema, who himself had overthrown 
his uncle, the dictator Francisco Macias Nquema, in 1979. 


From trustworthy sources it has been learned that the attempted coup d'etat led to 
Clashes which in Malabo produced 17 dead, including two soldiers of the Moroccan 
Army charged with the protection of the chief of state since the latter sent away 
the Cuban “counsellors” so dear tohis predecessor. 


The arrests reportedly involved several personalities of the former regime: the 
majority of the officers of the Navy; the former ministers (under the late Macias 
Nquema) of the interior and of health, Angel Masie and Pedro Ekong Andeme; the former 
ambassador to Spain, Carmelo Modu; and the present technical secretary of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The authorities have let it be known that the abortive 
coup was planned by a rich businessman, Moises M'Ba, a presidential candidate in 
1969. A long-time opponent of Macias Nquema, Moises M'Ba lives in exile in Spain. 
He denies any involvement in the events of 10 April and states that the announcement 
of the abortive coup was 4 maneuver by the government to eliminate all opposition. 


In any case, it has been remarked, the present arrests affect both the former supporters 
of Macias as well as the left wing of the government, led by the vice president of 

the Supreme Military Council (CMS), Navy Lt Florencio Mayela, who is said to be in 
favor of maintaining diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union, contrary to the views 
of Lt Col Teodoro Obiang Nqovema. For the rest, the authorities, who asked the USSR 

on 29 April to reduce its diplomatic personnel from 195 to 15, accuse a “foreign 
power” of being behind the events of 10 April. Mayela is presently making a long

UNCERTAINTY REIGNS OVER COMING ELECTIONS 
Regional Elections Postponed 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 28 Apr 81 pp 1,5 
[Text] Port Louis has been turned over to the CAM [Moslem Action Committee]. The 


members of the Vacoas=Phoenix and Moka-Flacq commissions have been replaced. The 
others will remain in their posts. 





These decisions will give rise to an outcry of indignation. 


The members of the Vacoas-Phoenix and municipal commission and of the Moka-Flacq 
district council will be revoked by the government on Thursday. The Port Louis 
municipal commission, currently headed by a member of the PMSD [Mauritian Social 
Democratic Party], will be placed under the CAM, 


The Vacoas=Phoenix municipal commission, which was under the CAM, will now be 
under a Labor administration, 


The makeup of the other municipal commissions in Beau-Bassin-Rose-Hill (PMSD), 
Quatre=Bornes (Labor Party) and Curepipe (PMSD) will remain unchanged. 


These decisions were made yesterday sorning by a special committee headed by the 
prime minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, and made up of Sir Veerasamy Ringadoo, 
Sir Satcam Boolell, Sir Gaetan Duval, Sir Kher Jagatsingh and J. Burty David, 

K. Curryag, I. Seetaram, R. Bundhun, M. Tally and R. Peeroo. 


In the course of the meeting, which lasted over an hour, the question of the 
organization of the coming municipal elections never arose. 


All the decisions made yesterday will be confirmed at the next Cabinet meeting, 
a special session scheduled for Thursday. 


Confirmation of these decisions by the government is an indication that the central 
authorities have no intention, at least before December, of holding municipal elec- 
tions. This cannot fail to produce reactions on the part of the two opposition

Poatponement of Elections Condemned 
Port Loula LE MAURICIEN in Freneh 30 Apr 81 p 4 


[Text] The proposed postponement of municipal elections by the coalition govern- 
ment made up of the Labor Party, the PMSD and the CAM, has given rise to atrong 
reactions in the other political parties and within the Progress and Liberty 
group, 


While the leader of the opposition, Aneerood Jugnauth, believes that "the govern- 
ment does not believe in democratic principles at all," the PSM considers that 
"democracy te in danger." For its part, the Progress and Liberty group disapproves 
of “this new attack on the operation of our democratic insti .utions,"” Civic 

Action has already condemned the postponement of municipal elections. (LE MAURI- 
CIEN, Saturday.) 


Aneerood Jugnauth, president of the MMM, has stated that he is not surprised about 
such an attitude on the part of the government. "If the government could change 
the country's constitution and remain in power indefinitely, it would have done so 
without hesitation,” he said, 


But fortunately for the opposition, Jugnauth said, the government does not have the 
necessary majority to do so, 


For Harish Boodhoo, leader of the PSM, the postponement of the municipal elections 
is “more proof that the government, aware of its lack of popularity with the pub- 
lic, wants to hang on to power." 


Boodhoo said that “the PSM, which was born of struggle and which works to gain 
respect for democracy, does not intend to stand idly by." Boodhoo's party is 
therefore "appealing to the people," asking that they exert pressure in order to 
prevent the municipal elections from being postponed again. 


For ite part, the Liberal Party also denounces the government's attitude. Its 
leader, Yvon St Guillaume, believes that the authorities “cannot thwart democracy." 


The UNM [Mauritian Democratic Union] has stated that the decision of the parties 

in power to postpone the elections and to entrust the municipalities "only to those 
who follow them,” is a new attack on democratic freedoms in this country (see 
vesterday's LE MAURICLEN), 


Germain Commarmond, spokesman for the Progress and Freedom group, disapproves of 
“this new attack on the operation of our democratic institutions, especially since 
the group was ready to lend the aid of its ideas and men to the administration of 
the cities, with the backing of the citizens’ suffrare." 














"Elections Coming" Saya Prime Minister 
Port Loule LE MAURICIEN in Freneh 30 Apr 81 pp 1, 6 


[Text] General elections are coming; | cannot say more," Against all expecta- 
tions, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam went to Parliament yesterday to reassure the 
opposition and the putlic in general that there will be no attempt on the part of 
the government to postpone the elections, 


The prime miniteter's clarification should also put an end to the doubt reigning 
in the country concerning the next general elections, 


The MMM, which attentively listened to Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam's speech, saic 
that it was “reassured” and satisfied, "The prime minister could not say more; he 
went very far in his statement," said Paul Berenger shortly after the prime minis- 
ter's speech, 


The prime minister, who was responding to Berenger in the debate on amendments 

to the speech from the throne presented by the leader of the PSM, Harish Boodhoo, 
said that the general elections "will take place as planned," but he was never- 
theless not willing to reveal to the opposition when he proposes to hold them. 

"it is my privilege, It's the PM that must decide. I don't think I am prepared 
to tell you when I will hold elections. I shall wait for the best time and oppor- 
tunity, which to my mind will be fine," he said, [Quoted in English.) 


Concerning the absence of the “last session" words in the speech from the throne, 
considered by the opposition to be an indication that he might delay the holding 
of the general elections, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam said, "Why not dissolve the 
Assembly in May?" The prime minister added that constitutionally speaking, he 
could adjourn the Parliament after the budget and then open a sixth and final 
session that would come to a close in December. 


The prime minister reminded the members of the opposition that his government 
respects democratic principles. "We have always ruled this country in a democratic 
manner," he insisted, 


When he postponed the general elections in 1969, everything was done according to 
the constitution, At that time, a three-fourths majority of the Legislative Assem- 
bly favored the postponement. "I did it because you, the MMM, wanted to take 

power by foree, We could not tolerate such a thing,” the prime minister told 
Berengner. Whatever the case, Sir Seewoosagur said he was confident that the peo- 
ple would vote to keep the current regime in power in the coming general elections. 


What about the partial elections? 


The prime minister also spoke of this question yesterday, recalling that the 
partial elections were suspended through a modification in the country's constitu- 
tion. “And one cannot restore them through a simple amendment to the speech from 
the throne,” he observed. However, he assured members of the opposition that he 
would study the possibility of restoring them.

SOUTH AFRICA ASSURES FINANCIAL AID; REPORT ON TRIP DISPUTED 


Assurance of Financial Aid 
Port Louts LE MAURICTIEN in French 8 Apr 81 pp 1, 4 


[Report on interview with Sir Gaetan Duval, leader of the PMSD [Mauritian Social 
Democratic Party], 7 April in Plaisance] 


[Text] Returning from South Africa yesterday, Sir Gaetan Duval, leader of the 
PMSD, said that he had received formal assurance of "substantial" financial aid 
from Pretoria to Mauritius, on the condition that the Mauritian Government of fi- 
cially requests it, Duval reminded his listeners, however, that his visit had 
been of a private nature. The leader of the PMSD met with the South African min- 
ister of finance to request aid amounting to some 900 million Mauritian rupees 
(the equivalent of 1 year of Mauritian imports from South Africa), after his 
assistant, Eliezer Francois, had made an official request, on behalf of the Mauri- 
tian Government, that the 145 million already offered by Pretoria to Port-Louis 
be increased to 300 million. "The decision is totally up to Sir Seewoosagur Ram- 
goolam," Duval commented, 


When questioned in Plaisance yesterday by LE MAURICIEN, the leader of the PMSD 
recalled that the salvation of the current coalition government depends on massive 
foreign aid (BEC, United States, South Africa, France). "I know," he said, "that 
several members of the government are reticent about the idea of massive aid from 
South Africa to Mauritius because of diplomatic reasons, but this move is essential 
to the future of the country and the government, and the prime minister must make 

a decision that will take the national interest into account.” 


Duval added that he would suggest that Mauritius import on credit all that it needs 
from South Africa for a year. The sum thus saved this year would be used to launch 
major infrastructure projects that would help relieve the anguishing problem of 
unemployment, while at the same time, the government would grant unemployment com- 
pensation to the neediest. 


"We are now in the situation of a worker who has lost his job and who therefore 
buys on credit at the store," Duval said. "There is nothing wrong with that and 
we must not turn up our noses at what is offered us. There is no doubt that Mauri- 
tius and Rodrigues will depend on foreign aid more than ever in the years to come.” 








Speaking about the conditions of the aid, the leader of the PMSD said that the 
interest rate could be very low, perhaps } percent, 


Finally, Duval said that he had made the trip to South Africa at his own expense, 


in @ teference to the controversy arising out of the announcement that his trip te 
Londen last month (to be knighted there) was paid for by the Mauritian Government , 
he told LE MAURICIEN yesterday that he had reimbursed the government for the 22,00.

During the two visite, Francois and the other members of the delegation talked 
with South African Government officials about aid from that country because of the 
situation caused by the cyclones and the flooding that occurred at the beginning 
of last year. The members of the delegation asked for special aid for the tea 
industry ond for housing construction, two sectors in which workers are threatened 
with unemployment, 


No presse conference was called in advance. Rather, members of the written and 
spoken press waited for members of the Mauritian delegation to emerge from their 
meetings and official discussions in order to learn what subjects had been dis- 
cussed. The subjects were vast and included tourism, bilateral trade and aid 
possibilicies. “There was never any question of an exchange of ambassadors," 
Francois said. "What happened was that a member of the Mauritian delegation pro- 
posed the creation of a Trade Promotion Center and nothing more.”

This telephone conversation between Bonlam and Michel was made public at a meeting 
which Jean-Noel Castagnette and Elie Michel, leaders of the llois Committee (OF) 
had with the press yesterday. They also traced the history of the recent hunger 
atrike of the Tloie women at the Jardin de la Compagnie. They emphasized the need 
for the government to respect the terms of the 4 April accord that put an end to 
the hunger strike, while demanding ite implementation "as rapidly as possible.” 
Finally, they expressed the wish that the delegation would be made up of a “homo- 
geneous" group. 


The Committee thanked the press in general yesterday for tue role it has played

lleis Meet With Chalker

For his part, Minister of Social Security R, Purryag, who will head the Mauritian 
delegation to London, expressed his satisfaction with the conduct of discussions 
with Mrs Chalker. The undersecretary of state manifested particular interest in the 
fate of the Llois, the minister said, 


In addition, the Mauritian representatives brought up the question of the refugee 
status which could be granted to Llois living in Mauritius, Purryag said that the 
matter will be put before the British Government by Mrs Chalker, who will make her 
position known, before the delegation leaves for London, where they will meet with 
a representative of the Foreign Office and perhaps Richard Luce, undersecretary of 
state for foreign affairs.

MMM OFFICIAL EXPLAINS ISLANDER CLAIMS, DEMANDS 
Port Louis LE NOUVEAU MILITANT in French 3-9 Apr 81 p 2 


| Interview with Jean-Claude de l'Eatrac, deputy secretary general and head of 
foreign affaira for the MMM; date and place not given) 


[Text] Eight islander women uprooted from Diego Garcia have been risking 
their health and perhaps even their lives for nearly 20 days. They 
are fighting to obtain their rightful compensation. The Mauritian 
Government has exhibited only indifference and scorn in their regard. 
The majority of the Mauritian people are spectators of the drama, As 
for the British Government, its cynicism is total. James Allen, 
British high commissioner for Mauritius, told LE NOUVEAU MILITANT 
that his government has no intention of opening negotiations on the 
subject, 





What is the reason for this indifference and what is the real heart 
of the problem? Jean-Claude de l'Estrac, deputy secretary general 
and head of foreign affairs for the MMM, addresses the subject. 


[Question] Despite all the efforts of the Front To Support the Islanders, it would 
appear that most of the Mauritian people do not back the cause. In your opinion, 
what is the reason for this apparent lethargy’ 


[Answer] In my opinion, there are two main reasons that would explain a certain 
indifference toward the Tlois. First of all, it is an old problem. People have 
talked about it for so long and so often that many never understood the urgency 
and gravity of the problem now existing. Second, paradoxically enough, although 
the problem of the Islanders has constantly been discussed for over 15 years, many 
Mauritians are unaware of the reality of the injustice that was committed against 
this defenseless population. 


[Question] What is that "reality"? 

[Answer] There are three essential aspects of the problem: 1) the human drama, 
that of the uprooting by force of a small community by a powerful nation; 2) the 
political question; and 3) the international context. 


It is perhaps the human drama that is the least well-known, and yet, it is one of 
those episodes in world history in which, in order to promote its own interests, 








4 powerful nation did net hesitate to literally walk over the bodies of the de- 
lenaeless, In order to foree the Diego Gareia Islanders to leave their native 
iniand, the British Government ceased supplying the island. Threatened with 
starvation, the griefestricken Islanders were loaded into the holds of ships and 
dumped onte the Mauritian piers, They were promised that they would be compen- 
sated tor everything they had lost: their jobs, homes, land, property, country 
and future, Every exiled family was promised a sum of money that was to enable 
them to buy 4 small house in order to try to begin a new life in Mauritius, For 
this purpose, the british Government paid 650,000 pounds t. i.e Mauritian Govern- 
ment, money that was to go to the uprooted Islanders, 


[Question] And did the Islanders receive the money’ 


|Anewer| The story of their compensation is aleo an illustration of the unjust 
way in which these defenseless Ialandere were treated. While the government of 
Mauritius reeeived the money on 28 October 1972, the Islanders had to wage a 

long and dramatic etruggle so that 6 yeare later, same of them would receive a 
paltry compensation, One should in fact know that in order to compensate the 
Islanders for all they lost, for their broken future, the grief of exile and the 
property they lost, the compensation paid in March 1978 was distributed as fol- 
lowa: for children under 5, 1,000 rupees; from 5 to 11, 1,200 rupees; from 11 to 
18, 1,500; and for adults, 7,582 rupees. 


That is all some Ielanders received, The problem became even more complicated when 
it was realized that the census of Islanders made by the government was incomplete 
and that some deserving persons received no compensation. In order for them to 
receive their meager share, another 3 million rupees must be found. That is all. 
That ts one of the reasons why, for nearly 20 days, eight Islander women have 

been risking their health and perhaps their lives. 


[Question] There is also the matter of a second compensation. Can you tell us 
about it? 


[Anewer|] Actually, the main reason for the hunger strike is complete payment to 
all islanders who have not yet received the final payment of the first compensation. 
This is the responsibility of the Mauritian Government. The second reason for the 
atrike is the Islanders’ demand that a second compensation be paid them by the 
British Government. The government in London has already accepted the principle 

of a second compensation. It is in the process of proposing a sum of 1.25 million 
pounds to the Islanders. The Islanders are demanding 8 million pounds. This 
figure of 8 million was determined based on certain basic needs of the island 
community: 


A emall house (1,000 square feet); an allocation of 15,000 rupees to each Islander 
to enable the people to start a new life and have an emergency fund. 


It is difficult to argue that it is an exaggerated demand when one knows that the 
British Government has obtained several tens of millions of rupees from the Ameri- 
cans in gratitude for having evicted the inhabitants of Diego Garcia: 210 million 
rupees in financial aid and 60 million rupees representing a discount on the 
purchase of Polaris missiles by the English in 1966. The Islanders are simply 
demanding that part of that money go to then.

|Anawer| Women are dying of deapair, others are bludgeoned, still others are 
imprisoned, Things are far too serious for one to be trying the government on 

Hut how can one not think that the indifference of the govern- 
ment authorities ia mainly explained by the fact that the Islanders have no poli- 
tical weight, represent no powerful lobby and are relatively poorly organized 
despite the efforts of many organizations. How can one fail to denounce once more 
the manifeat hypeecriay of the PMSD, which has not taken any position on the 
lalandersa' demand for 3 million rupees from the Mauritian Government or on the 
demand for 8 million pounds from the British Government? Duval should stop 
looking for falee excuses, Let him say once and for all whether or not he supports

SITUATION, DEVELOPMENT OF CABO DELGADO PROVINCE ANALYZED 
Development Effort Reviewed 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 5 May 81 pp 3, 6 
[Article by Bruno da Ponte] 


[Exeerpts] Cabo Delgado is a province where we can clearly 
see the effort being made to remove the obstacles in the way 
of the correction of a situation of ecanomic and social under- 
development; but at the same time, shortcomings which are 
sometimes small but which are always tied to supplies and the 
deficient link between the various sectors have made this ef- 
fort unnecessarily painful and have influenced the results 
obtained, 


Cabo Delgado and its people have a particularly painful recent history. This was 
a province which had been neglected by the colonial government. Its popuiation 
suffered the devastations and slaughter of the colonial army. It is a province 
without industry, without major investments in agriculture, without roads, with 
enormous shortages in water and energy supply. 


But Cabo Delgado also has some advantages to offer; unlike any other part of the 
country, its population is settled in viliages and that facilitates the organiza- 
tion of community services and mobilization for production; above all, it has an 
extraordinarily active population, especially in the north, with a high degree of 
political awareness. 


Main Achievements 


The main projects being contemplated in agriculture, along with province of Niassa, 
involve 400,000 hectares of dryland cropping in collaboration with Romanian tech- 
nicians and the 13 irrigation plans to be carried out throughout the decade. The 
expansion of the cultivation areas under the first project--covering the districts 
of Ancuabe, Chiure, Montepuez, and Namuno--with further expansion to other areas, 
is a job assigned to the 1] May State Enterprise (the former SAGAL); the irrigation 
projects cover a total area of 36,630 hectares, capable of producing 183,000 tons 
per year and therefore feeding more than 800,000 persons, according to estimates. 


Two of the irrigation projects are already being carried out in N'guri and Chipembe. 
The N'guri project is in the more advanced phase and calls for the irrigation of 











1,000 hectares; ao irrigation system covering 350 hectares was completed last 
September, The harvest of the Cirat 66 heetares of rice began in 1979 and will 
again be repeated during thia month of May. 


Korea ia supporting the implementation of this project with the help of nine tech= 
nicians who are working on the irrigation system and on land clearing, as well as 
seed supply. The cultivation work as such has been assigned to Mozambican workers, 


In industry, the biggest projects involve textiles, including the construction of 
TEXMONTE in the district of Montepues, in collaboration with the Chinese, which is 
still in ite beginnings, and the TEXMANTA factory, in Pemba, which should already 
have been opened, if work had not been delayed somewhat. Operations at TEXMANTA 
depend on the expansion of the Pemba energy network which will be operational soon, 
wince it has just been announced that tngland has granted the expected financing 
support, 


Another project, involving fishing, is also underway ("the palpable work of this 

provincial tndustry and energy directorate," according to ite chief); this experi- 

ment is concentrated on Lbo Leland and is to be expanded from here to other pro- 

vinees. The seven glase fiber boats for dragnet fishing, which had been purchased | 
from Spain, have arrived in the meantime and the construction of installations on 
the island is in progress; the boat building and repair yard will be Located in 
Pemba and will also support other fishermen's cooperatives. The wooden and steel 
boats for transporting fish to Pemba--from which distribution will be made--are 
under construction at Maputo. 


Along with the existing ones, a new saltflat [salt mine) will make the province 
self-sufficient in salt and will create a surplus that can be exported. 


Another problem is also being solved; it involves water supply for the Mueda 
plateau where the people of some villages have to go 20 kilometers to get water, 
The project includes four systems, three of which are very old and require re- 
habilitation, plus a new one that draws water from the Mutamba River; it is prac- 
tically ready and will be opened within a few weeks. 


Political, Organizational Difficulties

[Excerpts] The population in the old liberated areas, now settled in villages 
throughout the district of Mueda, and in some other nearby districts, reveals a 
high degree of political awareness and high level of orgenization. But its life

large percentage of party members, by the active attitude and by the e¢ ‘oili- 
zation for the most varied tasks. The people have expressed a serious auu 

demanding attitude toward problems and do not put up with empty talk. 
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The vartous organizational atructures, from the FRELIMO cell to the Democratic Man 
Organizatiovg and the local government agencies (OJM [Mozambique Youth Organizat, 
and OMM [Organization of Mozambique Women], the People's Militia, the village coun 
cila, and the people's courts) are to be found everywhere, either in operation or 
in the process of eatablishment. Almost all villages still have consumer coopera 
tives, country literacy training schools, and some of them have firateaid statio, 


Community production is the weak point here, The collective farms (plantations) 
cover a disproportionately small area when compared to the number of inhabitants 
and participation in work is reduced, 


Political Problema 


These villages were established between 1974 and 1975, some of them on the basis of 
old village structures, others completely new. Generally speaking, the people lived 
in the torest where they existed together with the guerilla fighters and supported 
them, Peace somewhat changed this familiar setup and forced the reassignment of 
certain cadres to other regions of the country; that naturally caused a drop in 
vigilanee and mobilization, 


The traneformation of the FRELIMO from a front into a party, with precise recruit- 
ing requirements, as well as the establishment of a state with its own specific 
rules caused some lack of understanding and these issues had to be discussed and 
explained. Due to tnsufficient adaptation to the situation created at the end of 
the war, we still note, here and there, a rather aloof attitude toward the legal 
mechanisms and to what is considered to be the excessive benevolence of the 
punishment provided under the law. 


Another problem involves the so-called "Tanzanians." During the decade of 1950, 
many people from the region, feeling neglected, left to go to Tanzania; later on, 
during the period of the armed struggle, others left likewise, either to escape 
from the war or to join FRELIMO, They Lived in refugee camps where they were 
politically organized but the others lived in isolation. Now they are returning 
and, not having any political and organizational experience, unfamiliar with the 
process that has taken place in the meantime, they are bringing with them those 
old practices of the past. They are incapable of reconstituting the old structures 
and some refuse to be organized or even try to infiltrate the new organizations. 


There is rather widespread support for smuggling to and from Tanzania. The people 
have the old habit of crossing the border and supplying themselves from both sides 
of the border. There is smuggling, in one way or another, of products such as 

soap, shoes, “capulanas," radios, etc. But this problem is in some way political 
and cannot be solved through repression; a regular supply system must be instituted. 


Another question we must address ourselves to in the course of our inspections 
involves the as yet incipient character of the Democratic Mass Organizations. The 
party has an ever-growing number of members and that seems to reverse the situation 
that we would encounter quite naturally in accordance with the functions of the 
various organizations.

(Text) An effort aimed at the preparation of the plan draft for 
1982 is already underway in many enterprises throughout the Land, 
In addition to consolidating the work done on the 1981 Central 
State Plan, this effort is expected to produce 4 major advance 

in the country's planning capacity because broad worker parti- 
cipation is already taking shape on the enterprise level regard- 
ing total mobilization and utilization of human and material 
resources necessary for the country's economic growth. 


The effort now underway follows the distribution, by the National Planning Com- 
mission, of guidelines for drafting the 1982 Central State Plan. After process- 
ing by the ministries and other central government agencies, these guidelines 
were handed over to the enterprises under their responsibility, already contain- 
ing the proposed targets, the available resources, as well as other tasks con- 
sidered suitable in the context of the effort to draft the PEC/82 [1982 Central 
State Plan]. 


Right mow we therefore are in the midst of one of the most decisive phases in- 
volving the drafting of the plan for the next year and its implementation with 

even greater strictness in the light of the experience which all workers have been 
able to acquire in the battle of PEC/81. The decisive character of this phase 
essentially resides in the discussion that will have to be started among the 
workers on the level of each enterprise, each production unit, section, and depart- 
ment. 


in an action coordinated between the management, the party cell, and the production 
-ownetil of the production unit, the workers must participate in drafting the blue- 
print of the plan at their particular enterprise, discussing the quantity and 
quality of their production on all levels, in the light of the proposed goals and 
the available material and human resources.

ment agencies reaponsible for guiding the discussions. 


In the Light of the way in which this proceas was carried out on the level of each 
enterprise, we can say that we have overcome one of the shortcomings discovered by 
the party directorate itself and by the government agencies responsible for central 
planning activities regarding earlier plans.

REORGANIZATION OF LIGHT ALRCRAFT SECTOR UNDER WAY

[Text] One of the extremely serious problems that emerged during 
the first campaign in the Political and Organizational Offensive, 
in connection with the closing of the COMAG and HELMO enterprises, 
which were replaced by TTA, consisted of generalized disorganiza- 
tion, deliberate ruin, and, finally, a real collapse of all Light 
aviation activities in Mozambique. This situation assumed par- 
ticularly etrident aspects in the maintenance sector which after 
all is the nerve center of aeronautical activities. 


Today, the new enterprise, the TTA, is in existence and has been organized; we find 
that, in spite of many situations that remain yet to be corrected, the sun has 
already begun to rise in the maintenance sector of that new enterprise. The 
results of that sunrise are reflected in the accomplishment of the plan regarding 
the crop-dusting work during the current campaign. 


The results achieved so far were due to the reorganization effort or improved or- 
ganization because that sort of thing sad never existed in the maintenance sector. 
This organization, which is now running smoothly, made it possible immediately to 
start the recovery of the fleet so as to guarantee the continuation of activities 
in this sector. 


The restoration of aircraft which were sidelined primarily involved aircraft to be 
used in crop-dusting because that is one of the primary missions of TTA. In this 
context, the management of the new enterprise established contacts, through the 
respective ministry, with an enterprise in this branch in the Republic of Zimbabwe. 


Last year, several mechanics and pilots from that Zimbabwean enterprise came to 
Mozambique in order, together with the workers of the TTA, to participate in the 
restoration of the idled fleet. 


We must also note that the Zimbabwean technical personnel are participating in the 
operations of TTA, in other words, they have been involved in the 1980-1981 harvest 
crop-dusting operations, spreading pesticides, herbicides, and fertilizer on crops 
considered of strategic importance and distributed through various agribusiness 
complexes throughout the land. 








Pieet Restoration 


from the viewpoint of work invelved in the restoration of the entire fleet of aire 
taxia it muat be noted that this effort has been running into serious difficulties 
involving a shortage of specialized technical personnel according to an official 
in the maintenance sector, 


iven eo, TIA workers managed to restore four out of the 22 aircraft which had been 
idled uatil the establishment of this new enterprise, The fact is, out of a total 
fleet of J0 aireraft of the airetaxi type, only eight were operational when COMAC 

was «loosed down, 





For thie reason, the enterprise at thie time has 12 of those aircraft in operating 
condition, whereas the remaining 18 are atill idled, According to the same TTA 
Mmintenance offieial, about 70-75 percent of that sidelined fleet could be restored 
in short-range, medium-range, and Long-range terms, 


Regarding the helicopter fleet, which coneiate of 20 unite, the situation did not 
change much even after the establishment of the TTA (Air Transport and Utility) 
enterprise, except from the viewpoint of general equipment overhaul, which is a 
regular maintenance function anyway. 


Out of the 20 helicopters mentioned, only three were operational when the new 
enterprise was established. That number is still the same and this is why the 
situation has not changed in terms of unit recovery. 


However, out of the 17 helicopters still sidelined, two are being restore and it 
must be noted that there is another unit that has been repaired but that still 
requires the installation of ite engine and some other equipment that was not availi- 
able in the warehouse. 


Concerning the fleet of aircraft for crop-dusting work, it has been emphasized that 
an etfort was made to procure eight new aircraft; this is one of the factors that 
guaranteed the accomplishment of the goals for crop-dusting work. Right now, the 
total fleet for this type of activity consists of 18 units. 


To guarantee maintenance work for the TTA fleet in the light of the current tech- 
nician shortage problem, steps have been taken to hire several technicians, as 

was disclosed by the maintenance sector official of that Mozambican light aviation 
enterprise.

that participate directly in the work of the Beira rail-and-port complex was ascer- 
tained, caused by lack of a unified, centralized and operative command, including 
all services installed in that important unit, 


As reported by the adjutant director of the Central CFM [Mozambique Railroad], Rui 
Fonseca, in @ meeting with national media, as a first step toward implementing uni- 
fied management in the Beira rail-and-port complex, a working group was created with 
specific deadlines and tasks, as it was decided that it was necessary to estab ish 
a service of support and control involving the various agencies that participate in 
the main and productive activity of the port. 


Joint Command of Defense and Security Forces 


Hence, as a result of this study, the Joint Command of Defense and Security Forces 
was established, including the immigration police, transport and communications po- 
lice, customs police and maritime police. This agency recruits, organizes and plans 
the activities of this joint police force, so there is no confusion in carrying out 
the tasks of each of the police forces, thus making it possible for each to know its 
functions in protecting the economic unit that is the port of Beira. 


A functional organization chart is now being prepared that will be used to promote 
coordination and assist management of the rail-and-port facilities. This organiza- 
tion chart is to be completed today. 


Also in the context of creating unified control of the Central CFM, Rui Fonseca an- 
nounced that a consultative council has been constituted for the port in which all 
sectors of economic activity and all supporting services related to the port and the 
railroad are to be represented. 














fhe intention is to colleetivige management with the idea that joint discussion ot 
probleme ariaing on @ day-toeday basis will lead to management proposals for tnprove- 
ment of work methods, Chuse maximiging rail and port activity, with priority given to 
national interests, 


Capacity of Belra Port 


On a daily basis the sorcalled great Weetern preas publishes false reports about 
conditions in Mogambique, espec ally about the capacity of our ports, asserting that 
the port of Beira is now congested or even that it is not able to meet the needs of 
national development and international traffic to and from nations that do not have 
an outlet to the sea, This is obviously another maneuver to persuade ships of inter- 
national shipping agencies not to call at our ports, in a subtle economic war, 


Asserting that thie information spread by the enemy press is not consistent with the 
facts, the Central CFM adjutant director emphasized that the port of Beira now has 
more capacity than ever in terms of equipment and technological systems which can be 
introduced immediately, Besides the organizational actions being introduced there 
and that have @ permanent nature, the port of Beira has in recent times undergone 
technological changes in its conventional cargo-handling and is using the RO-RO 
[roll-on-roll-off) system, 


Rul Fonseca noted that all these actions are intended to serve more national and 
international traffic and serve it better, and that the port of Beira has installed 
capacity to handle about 2,5 million tons of general cargo, 2.5 million tons of bulk 
liquid and solid freight and 500,000 tons of RO-RO traffic annually, 


"Of course, RO-RO traffic can be increased and we can respond to this immediately, 
creating new infrastructure already contemplated in the plan, which involves paving 
the hardstanding, creating storage areas and providing working areas for sorting and 
assembling cargo," said Rui Fonseca, 


Deep-Water Port

|Excerpts|! Two important projects for developing the Central CFM port sector are to 
be completed in June, it was reported by Rui Fonseca, adjutant director of the Beira 
port-and-rail complex, They are construction of berthing docks for the Beira indus- 
trial fishing port and the RO-RO terminal, beth underway in that sector and esti- 
mated to cost about about 211 million and 120 million meticals respectively. 


Rui Fonseca said the industrial fishing port was to have been completed in the first 
part of this year. But difficulties in transporting stone--from the Muanza quarry 
to the work site--prevented fulfillment of initial plans. "We think there is an ef- 
fort by the railroad workers to carry the stone so we can finish the job,” Rui 
Fonseca emphasized, in a clear allusion to those responsible for the berthing part 
of the industrial-fishing port not yet having been finished, 


Construction of the RO-RO terminal has somewhat the same problems as has the indus- 
trial-fishing port. Inefficiency in transporting stone from the Muanza quarry to 
the port of Beira was the explanation offered us. 











Lxpreasing optimism about concluding the berthing construction of the RO-RO Cern.:, 
by June, Rut Ponseca indicated that after this phase the only thing left to do wil, 
be the pact of the work where containers will be stored and the operational area tv: 
preparing shipment and unloading for the RO-RO system, He explained that the 2 hur 
tares of area to be used for such facilities will be reclaimed from the sea, Rut 
Fonseca stressed that the problem of suction dredging to be operated in the port of 
beira arises at this point, This equipment, which is damaged at present, is crucial 
to accomplishing the work, 


Uther Projects 


besides the two jobs in progress, after the middle of this year work will begin on 
building the docks to service river-to-sea traffic in the coastal region to the jiouth 
of Beira, plane for which have been completed, 


"There ts a traffic potential for transporting strategic export products (such as 
cashews) and strategic products for supplying the population (such as dried fish). 
Passenger transport, moreover, is extremely intense and deserves our attention, as 
these areas have very difficult access to highway transportation," the adjutant di- 
rector of the Central CFM emphasized, 


Construction of Deep-Water Ports 


Mozambican authorities are making every effort to keep up with port technology, in 
view of our excellent geo-strategic location, According to the Central CFM adjutant 
director, there is a dialectical relationship between deep-water international ship- 
ping and the port. Each passing day supertankers are being built with capacity for 
many millions of tons. As the port is the crucial factor in shipping, we must keep 
up with this technological change that deep-water shipping has undergone in recent 
years in order to provide the Lowest costs, the most economical transportation 


From the national point of view and, more specifically, that of the Beira port, 
building a deep-water port has become a necessity, not only to meet the responsi- 
bilities that Mozambique has undertaken internationally within the scope of the 
Lusaka agreement, but also to take care of our own national traffic. 


It is within this perspective that building a deep-water port is being planned, es- 
sentially equipped to receive large bulk freighters of up to 70,000 tons. The Rec- 
ommended Long-range Plan for the decade contemplates that several terminals will 
be set up in the future deep-water port, for oil tankers, coal bunkers, grain car- 
riers and sugar freighters. 


According to Rui Fonseca's statements, this ambitious construction project will be 
carried out in stages, depending upon growth and development of traffic, always in 
xeeping with the economic feasibility of the required investment. 


He stressed that engineering and economic studies will begin in May and will take 


about 19 months. These studies will be made by a Dutch consulting company, which 
is also financing the work within the scope of SADCC-2.

PORTUGUESE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO MERCHANT MARINE

[Excerpts] To make RENAB [Beira Naval Repair?) internationally competitive in ship 
repair, a team of engineers and technicians from a Portuguese firm of the same in- 
dustry, SETENAVE, is making a thorough study for reorganizing and reequipping the 
Beira shivyard, within the scope of a contract for technical assistance to RENAB 
signed by it and SETENAVE with planned investments of 98 million meticals. 


The contract, which is already in force, is the second signed between the two com- 
panies. The first had been established between RENAB and SETENAVE to repair the 
access to the Beira drydock and involved manufacturing a cofferdam floodgate that 
made it possible to rehabilitate the port, a task that was accomplished successfully. 


SETENAVE is a Portuguese company that has a yard for building both passenger and 
cargo ships in the estuary of the Sado River near Setubal. At this shipyard, which 
occupies 1 million square meters, repairs are made and ships as large as 700,000 
tons can be built (although at present there are no ships that size anywhere in the 
world). 


Introducing a Company to the International Market 


Until now, despite all the difficulties the company has been facing and which are 
generally shared by most domestic industry, RENAB has been a profitable company. 
Since 1978, the year it began its activities, until now it has brought $1 million 
into the country. 


Its shipyard is located at a point of great activity, the port of Beira, a strategic 
location of the greatest importance for regional cooperation in the field of trans- 
port and communication, It has one of the best industrial facilities of its sector 
in the nation. Its location provides it an important potential market and it has 

a medium-term possibility of attracting foreign exchange in competition with ship- 
yards of neighboring countries. 


Its market can include the fishing industry, which is already using the shipyard 
for technical support to its fleet, as well as dredging operations; the national 
merchant marine fleet and foreign merchant vessels berth at the port of Beira, 
among others. 














Plan tor Reorganization and Reequipment 


According to the plan submitted by SETENAVE tor reorganization and reequipment of 
RENAB, on the basin of whieh the technical assistance contract was established, the 
work will be carried out in four stages, 


The first two stages, stages "a" and "b," were begun and finished between October 
of last year and March of this year, The first was a survey of physical, human an. 
organizational resources and the means of foreign suppor , the second was pre- 
paring the plan for reequipment, 


Stage “ec,” personnel training, which now requires the presence at the company of the 
SETENAVE team, was begun at the end of March and is to last for 3 months. The ‘inal 
stage, which consists of maintenance support, will last 6 months, after conclusion 
of the preceding stage. 


The personnel-training phase, considered the most important, because it will assure 
a solid base of support for the company that will automatically instill confidence 
in the market, will be conducted at an accelerated pace, 


After an analysis of the knowledge of all workers in the » one to be affected by 
the training, 10 to 12 persons from each section are chose: attend the course, 
Later, through on-the-job training, these persons will teach Che other workers who 
were not included in the intensive training phase, 


Problems to Be Overcome in a Competitive Company 


One of the many problems faced by RENAB and which is pointed to in the plan for re- 
oganization and reequipment as needing a solution is the matter of wages, especially 
their variation and lack of proportion. 


RENAB is a company resulting from the merger of several others, which followed dif- 

ferent criteria of remuneration. As a result, as soon as RENAB was formed, the pay- 
roll was very unbalanced, having assistants who were making more money than some of 

the executives. 


At the time of merger, RENAB tried to solve the problem with a payroll at the level 
of salaries for workers from EMOPESCA [Mozambique Fishing Enterprise], who were the 
largest contingent on the new company's roster. Although fora while it seemed to 
have a chance of succeeding, this pay scale was suspended by the ministry in charge 
and the problem continues to this day. 


This problem is disturbing and for that very reason is mentioned in the plan, be- 
cause it is the cause of discouragement and eventual departure of workers. In this 
type of company, where the nature of the work makes effective production control al- 
most impossible, it is necessary to have harmonious working conditions and full com- 
mitment on the part of all workers if high levels of productivity are to be assured. 


Equipment for personnel protection is another factor that influences the level of 
individual productivity and hence is included in the list of problems. This equip- 
ment was requisitioned by RENAB in 1979 but has not yet been received. 


These are inexcusable conditions in a ship-repair enterprise, where efficiency and 
and quickness are mandatory. 














Ihe procedure tor importing urgently needed goods that will be followed by RENAL 
entabliahes SETENAVE as a link with the European market, RENAB would place an order 
with the Portuguese company, whieh in curn would expeditiously make the purchase in 
hurape, 


Lt would be extremely difficult for RENAB to set up so complex @ system due, on the 
one hand, to difficulties of communication by telephone and telex and, on the other, 
to the company's short-run capability and knowledge of the international market, 


Electronics and Refrigeration 


There are two tlelds of naval repair in which RENAB does not yet have complete mas- 
tery: electronics and refrigeration systems, 


The outlook tor retrigeration systems is still quite uncertain, The company is do- 
ing some work in this field but only related to mechanics, Its capacity does not 
include work in its own facilities, for which a technique must be available. 


Refrigeration is very important to fishing vessels, many of which in this region 
of the country berth at the RENAB shipyard 


To introduce the company to the field of electronics, negotiations were conducted 
with a firm in that field: Tele-Radar, with the intention of merging it with RENAB. 
For the moment, however, the subject is in abeyance and has not made further prog- 
ress because a SETENAVE expert is expected to arrive soon to make a survey of the 
Tele-Radar situation, particularly regarding its facilities and location, 


Who's In Charge? Indecision Continues 


During the visit that Samora Machel, chairman of the FRELIMO Party 
and president of the People's Republic of Mozambique, made to RENAB 
during the verification stage of the Political and Organizational 

. Offensive, many of this company's serious problems were brought up. 
Among them were responsibility for the shipbuilding industry and 
the question of disproportionate and disparate wages. 


These problems that were brought up at that time now deserve study 
for possible solutions. It is necessary to define, for example, 
who is responsible for the shipbuilding industry, as the Maputo 
docks are under the Ports and Land Traansport Ministry and the rest 
of the nation's naval industry is responsible to the Ministry of 
Industry and Power. 


Luis Carlos Barroso, RENAB director general, in alluding to such 
questions, also mentioned other points where the offensive must be 
taken. He mentioned the poor job of mobilizing and instructing the 
rank and file of workers and even the Production Councils and the 
Production Unit.

WORK UNDERWAY ON EXTENSION OF ELECTRICITY SUPPLY 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 25 Apr 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] Topographical studies for constructing the center-north line are already 
finished as far as Nampula, our reporters were told by an official of the Center- 
North Line Department of Mozambique Electricity (EDM). Altogether, the topographi- 
cal survey was made in an srea of about 1300 kilometers, 


We have been informed that timber has been cleared from Songo to the mouth of the 
Luenha River. Meanwhile, the foundations have been laid for about half of the trunk- 
line going from Songo to the Matambo substation in Tete. 


At that rate, erection of the towers is expected to begin soon, and when that is 
finished anotner work group will begin installing wires. 


Meanwhile, civil construction work should begin soon on the Caia substation, as the 
Land-clearing has been completed. The ground-leveling is still underway at the 
other substations, at Matambo and Mocuba. 


Purposes of Project 


The center-north line project consists of building infratructure to bring a supply 
of electric power to the nation's center and north beginning at the Cabora Bassa 
dam. Its main purpose is to replace power stations that are using petroleum deriva- 
tives to generate electricity with a source of energy derived from water power. 


Furnishing by the center-north line of large quantities of electric power from water- 
power sources will make it possible to shut down thermal stations that, beyond having 
a low capacity for power production, frequently break down and force the nation to 
import all the spare parts needed for the motors. 


Moreover, these plants consume petroleum derivatives that Mozambique must import 
and whose prices in foreign exchange on the international market, although already 
high, are constantly rising. 


Several economic-development projects will benefit from the abundant energy to be 
transmitted by the center-north line, including the Sena Sugar Estates complex, the 
Mocuba textile factory, the tea region and Gurue, to cite just a few examples. 


It should be pointed out that execution of this work was assisted by a French- 
Italian consortium, CGEE ALSTHOM/SAE. Under the terms of the contracts, Mozambique

ia to turnieh the materials that can be procured domestically, such 48 cement, iron, 
atone and others, 


The RPM [People's Republic of Mogambique] is also responsible for rail transporta- 
tion, the stations nearest the work fronts, domestic and foreign materials to be 
received by the port of Beira, especially s eel tower parts, insulated electric 
cable, accessories, tools, vehicles, etc, 


According to information provided by the same official of the center-north line, so 
far there has been no problem in furnishing other domestic materials. Regarding 
foreign goods, which enter the country through the port of Beira, he said about 
half of the necessary material for the first phase of the project, which is for 
building a line between Songo and Mocuba, has been received, 


One of the aspects discussed by our source was regarding the fact that much of the 
Mozambican responsibility in the project falls on the Centra! CFM [Mozambique Rail- 
road}. According to him, however, this company is not in a position to meet its re- 
sponsibility properly, despite the excellent and helpful attitude of the company's 
management, 


The problem is that the number of freight cars made available to EDM to carry ma- 
terials does not meet its needs, Thus, besides running the risk of delays in ar- 
rival of materials at the work fronts, which would be the responsibility of the 
Mozambican party, problems are also beginning to arise regarding available space 
and cargo-handling in certain parts of the port of Beira.

[Excerpts] OECD [Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development] experts 
believe that there are as many scientists and technicians in the Third World as 
in Europe. This is a very interesting observation, even if it has only relative 
value, considering that these numbers vary greatly in different deve Loping 
countries. In many Third World countries technological research has not yot 
caught up with the rapid industrialization and technological advancement. 


The OECD of Western industrialized nations has shown in a study entitled "North, 
South Technology Transfer" that the parallel development, begun 10 years ago, of 
industrialization and technological research in the target countries (great transfer 
of capital and technological knowledge) only took place in the following areas: 

an increased number of outlets for new production, a great effort to constantly 
adapt production to changing sales conditions, and great encouragement tor these 
tendencies. 


Measures taken for encouragement are all the more important since the aforementioned 
conditions do not exist in the market. In the area of energy, there is also talk 

of markets, and this has become more and more plausible since almost all developing 
countries have a large foreign trade deficit dating back to the time of oil price 
increases. Cooperation in energy technology with industrialized nations is 
beginning to improve, for renewable energy is fv und in Africa to a much greater 
extent than in the northern part of the planet, and in a close collaboration it 

is possible to have valuable experiments for all interested parties and the more 
rapid advance of technological knowledge. 


The Republic of Niger is in a special position. The minister for Economic 
Cooperation from the Federal Republic of Germany, Rainer Offergeld, inquired at 
the beginning of the year about achievements at the exemplary Naimey Institute 
of Energy. Within the framework of the Bonn program for the development o: 
renewable energy, 3 million marks (FRG) have already been promised.

Excerpt) USTN Secretary General Boureima Mainassara feels 
that in its concern toe contribute to national development, 
Nigerion syndicaliam should be a syndicalism of integration, 


(Question! You have been secretary general of the USTN for close to 5 years. On 
this basis could you speak to us about trade union realities in Niger? 


‘Anewer! The 1974 crisis led us to hold an extraordinary congress, at the end of 
which a committee was elected which governed for only 6 months because it was 
thrown out by another crisis. in March 1976 by the force of circumstances I per- 
sonally found myself at the helm as deputy secretary general of the group of 
atftillated trade unions. Between 1976 and 1978 I can say, since | was the top- 
ranking individual authorized to make decisions in the interim, we tried to reor- 
ganize the trade unions. There were 33 trade unions which served no great purpose. 
Many trade untons were like others and there were two or three trade unions in a 
single sector. Thus we reduced the number of trade unions from 33 to 27. At any 
rate between 1976 and 1978 efforts were made, especially as far as worker education 
is concerned, The strong point of our group of affiliated trade unions and the 
merit of the entire committee is, moreover, that we train, we educate the workers. 
In any event we are the second group of affiliated trade unions in Africa after Togo 
to train a large number of workers within the framework of worker education. With 
five years in the post of secretary general I can venture to say that despite the 
good will which we have devoted to uniting the workers, especially the trade union 
fficers, in a single melting poi, we are aware that the task is very difficult. 
Difficult because we have given priority to the problems with individuals. in 
other words, I admit we have fought against other individuals, perhaps in a sub- 
ective manner. We were convinced, however, that they were not what was needed. 
Today it is hard to say that the USTN is not making efforts. However the same 
problems remain=--the people we fought against yesterday coming to the rescue, and 


they want to be avenged. Such are the hard realities of the trade union movement. 


vestion!| What is the impact of the crade union on the world of labor? 





|Anawer | lhe trade union is essentially an organigation of persone whe join 
forces to order to defend their material and moral interests; this is a del int 
tion, One can only detend hie interests within an adequate framework in which 
solidarity comes first, The impact that a trade union can have on the world of 
labor ta that the former is above all an inatrument of education, It tae a repulat 
eivie sehool, tt is not a question only of teaching the workers Cheir rights; 
they must know their duties as well, Once the job has been well done, one can 
claim his rights, 


The trade untons are there to defend the rights of the worker while taking into 
account the Labor legislation established in the country--in other words the impact 
of the trade union in a country ia firet to act in such a manner that the worker, 
while detending his rights, becomes aware that national construction depends cn 
him, He ts not only the producer but also the beneficiary, The impact of trade 
unions on the world of labor also consists of reducing disparities, social in- 
equalities, social injustice, 


[Question] The USTN suffers from great malaise at the level of the basic trade 
unions. How and why has this happened’ 


|Anewer!] As | said above, we found the trade unions tired, disorganized and in- 
effectual, In 1976 there were 33, and scarecely 8 were in legal existence. We 
say that a trade union is in legal existence when it holds a meeting every year 
the end of which it elects a committee, when it has representation within the 
country, when it pays the USTN the contributions it owes. 1 said, then, that in 
1976 only eight trade unions met these criteria. Despite the effort made to re- 
organize, three-quarters of our trade unions are still lying dormant. And | be- 
lieve that the reasons for this lethargy come very simply from the fact that when 
the USTN organizes a general assembly with a view to electing a committee at the 
level of a given sector, it is often opportunists who run and are elected. This 

is perhaps also our fault, because it is not at all normal for this situation to 

be tolerated, But we also have restrictions at the level of our statute, because 
the trade unions, although affiliated with the USTN, have a certain autonomy as 

far as their internal organization is concerned. We don't even need to ask a trade 
mion to organize itself at the level of the USTN committee; that goes without 


at 


saving. And it we have arrived at this situation, it is because there is not 
ugh rigidity in the trade union movement. This is not as it is in the army 
where you are obliged to do what they demand, even against your will. You act 
ret; explanations can come later. In the trade union, democracy is carried to 
$u lengths that it is very difficult to make any decision respected. Let me tell 
ver, that we have already established a reorganization plan to reduce th 
umbet f trade unions to 20 while consolidating them to the maximum.

DATA ON FOOD STOCKS IN DEPARTMENT OF NLAMEY 
Niamey SAHEL HEBDO in French 14 May 81 pp 6, 7 
l[Article by Ibrahim Maman Tantan: "The Hard Times of the Gap Period" ] 


(Text ] <A few days ago Nigericns learned in different ways that the prices of OPVN 
(Nigerion Foodstuffs Office] 100-kilogram sacks of millet and rice had risen from 
6,000 to 7,500 CFA france and from 13,000 to 16,000 CFA francs, respectively. Also 
several dave ago the ministers of the interior and of higher education and research 
were to meet the Commune merchants in Niamey. During the meeting, which took place 
in the presence of delegates from the Samaria, there was e.cecially talk of supply- 
ing our markets with food. In this connection the ministers reiterated to the 
merchants that they are not forbidden to exercise their trade, but they must do so 
in a patriotic manner. Consequently they asked them to bring out the food stocks 
which they (the merchants) might hide in their stores and to sell them at reasonable 


prices, Speculation and super profits on food will not be tolerated, they were re- 
minded. 


Since this meeting, with echoes coming to us from the interior of the country, we 
have learned that the local administrative authorities have started sensitization 
campaigns in the same direction. Reconciling these facts and events with the often 
distressing spectacles which our housewives in the large urban centers present in 
front of the OPVN stores, pessimists were forced to conclude that despite the 
cereal surplus which the country had recorded during the preceding campaign, it is 
facing a particularly difficult period in terms of food, 


\s regards the period, what these melancholy spirits are unaware of is that we are 
in the middle of the true gap period. This does not necessarily mean a period of 
food ditttieulttes tor all populations of our country; for contrary to what these 
people think, the true gap period is not the interval of time between a new harvest 
ind the exhaustion of the products of the preceding one.

gathering make up for wasteful families’ grain shortages and the rich and vigilant 
peasants put their surplus on the markets at reasonable prices, or lend a few bales 
of hay=-nicely=-to neighbors because they know they will be immediately reimbursed, 


lhue we must intervene betore this period in order to alleviate certain social 
burdens for the needy populations, Naturally the public authorities are acting at 
this time by starting sensitization campaigns to prevent any instance of illegal 
profite realized off the honest peasants by the greedy from whatever quarter. 


jut the public authorities are doing more than just sensitization. They have, in 
fact, made other arrangements in order to come to the aid of the populations 
during this gap period, Thus through the OPVN, our national office of food prodwtts, 
they opened 137 shops across the country, Millet, sorghum, corn, and rice (highly 
subsidized by the State) have already been distributed to the four corners of the 
country. The sale began at the end of April in the cereal producing zones. In 
zones which do not produce it or which are short this year, the shops did not close 
ill year long. In certain zones which are short in food, the number of shops 
multiplied, che OPVN director general told us. He also revealed that on 20 April 
the status of the office's stocks in the stores of different departments was as 
follows:

Even so, residues will certainly 
remain in the stores of certain departments, especially the cereal producers, as 
long as not all populations of the country replenish their supplies from the OPVN 
at the same time,..and if they all do, he said, the OPVN cannot fully satisty tiem.

BELIIUM PROVIDES FINANCIAL AID TO DEPENDANT ECONOMY 
Brussels SPECIAL=L'EVENTAIL in French 1-7 May 81

Cooperation: Our Privileged Benefit") 


[Text] To say that all is going very well with the Rwandan economy would be to 
lie. In a country that has almost no raw materials or industry and where agri- 
culture covers 80 percent of the entire territory, the living conditions of the 
inhabitants remain precarious, even if Belgian cooperative assistance is consider- 
able. Rwanda today is still one of the poorest countries in Africa. 


It must be said that traditional methods condition the poor agricultural yield 

and production is essentially intended for the domestic market (bananas, sweet 
potatoes, beans, manioc, potatoes). On the other hand, crops such as coffee, tea, 
cotton, pyrethrum (from which an insecticide is derived) are exported. Cattle 
breeding suffer: fiom ancestral traditions which attribute to the herd a quasi-sacred 
character, the symbol of wealth. Cows that are too thin and that give almost no 
milk have not made much of a nutritional contribution. But today it seems that 
breeders are beginning to apply more rational methods aimed at improving pastures 
and at eliminating the surplus nonproductive cattle. However, fishing is not to 

be disregarded in the context of a country that has 125,000 hectares of lakes. 
Another considerable means of revenue comes from the discovery of cassiterite and 

of tungsten ore. In addition, the presence of methane has recently been discovered 
in the Kivu Lake. Finally, one must emphasize the special interest in the field of 
tourism of traditional handicrafts and of art objects (basket-making, pottery, 

rugs, sculptur?). Unfortunately, the country's unfavorable geographic location 

does not make international trade easy, all the more so since the economic situation 
is disastrous. 


The Tributary of Neighboring Conflicts 


But a call for assistance has been made. Belgium has replied (with a contribution 
of 6 billion BF a year), as has the United States, China, North Korea...Moreover, 
there is an economic union which includes Rwanda, Burundi, and Zaire, the CEPGL 

(the Economic Community of the Countries of the Great Lakes), a sort of African 
Common Market that has been in operation since 1976. But while that is for progress 
toward more modern economic relations, Rwanda owes its subsistence to its 








agricultural calling. Ninety percent of the population lives from the land (which 
represents 73 pereent of the PNB [gross national product]; its production is con- 
sumed almost completely within the borders of the country. Unfortunately, in the 
face of a population whose rate ot increase is too great, and taking into account 
that all of the arable land is already in use, Rwanda is heading straight for 
strangulation. It owes its ability to keep itself afloat to the fact that its 
rate of urbanization is one of the weakest in Africa, that its habitat is extremely 
dispersed, and that each inhabitant, in close contact with the land, can find a 
minimum of vital resources. Yet, the slight development of cities has some advan- 
tages, because it curbs an indispensable rationalization for agriculture which 
continues to maintain the traditional kmage of the "rugo," that family enclosure 
hidden in the banana plantations. 


In addition, the Rwandan economy is completely dependent on its neighboring coun- 
tries and the conflicts that occur there. Its foreign trade depends on routes that 
connect Kampala in Uganda, Mombassa (Kenya) on the Indian Ocean, and Burundi, as 
well as the railroad that connects Kigali with Dar-Es-Salaam in Tanzania. Needless 
to say, the slightest trouble that arises in one of the countries short circuits 
Rwandan outlets. And while export crops are only a very small part of the Rwandan 
economy, they are nonetheless indispensable to the well-being of the country. The 
cultivation of coffee was developed by the Belgians during the period of the 
protectorate. Coffee cultivators now number 350,000 persons. They occupy farm pro- 
perties supported by the Rwandan Industrial Crops Office (OCIR). Tobacco, another 
export crop, reaches Europe in the form of several million cigars and cigarillos 
annually. This tobacco is definitely the hope of the Rwandan economy, all the more 
so since it has not yet reached its maximum production capacity. And while the 
exploitation of tea is financed by the European Development Fund, the Rwandan 
economy shows a trend toward an agricultural cooperative form that may favor ration- 
alization for the production of products up to now intended only for the domestic 
market and which might be exported (sorghum, bananas, corn, beans, potatoes...). 

To be noted also is that the Chinese (pro-Peking) are trying to introduce some 

rice and sugar cane plantations into the country. 


Alcohol From Bananas 


There is not much to say with respect to Rwandan industry. Composed essentially of 
processing factories for agricultural products, it equals the mining sector in 
unpretentiousness. What could one mention other than a restaurant, a jam factory, 
some tactories to crush tea and coffee, two hydro-electric stations? And then 
there is agriculture--always agriculture--which must be strong, even though 

it furnishes almost no currency. And yet God knows that it is not among the 
easiest of occupations. Most of the crops (70 percent) are located on hilly ground, 
which induces significant erosion, increased twofold by difficult work conditions. 
in addition, crops do not always provide particularly positive social aspects. Let 
us take the specific case of bananas; 90 percent of the production of the latter 
belong to a variety called the "beer type." They are used to manufacture the most 


widely accepted alcoholic drink and unfortunately occupy a considerable amount 
of cultivable surface which could be better used for more nutritive purposes. While 
cattle breeding is subjected to modernization, it yields only a small amount of 





milk and meat...in spite of the 700,000 bovines. In any case those are data that 
will not satisfy a population that has more than doubled in barely 30 years, with 
15 percent of the people below the age of 15. This means an average cultivable 
surface of 0.9 hectares per family consisting of 8 to 10 persons, which is a 

lower standard than the minimum required by the FAO. Thus the Kwandan situation is 
critical; the population increase to a great extent is responsible for this. 

Rwanda envisions exporting part of its population. Two thousand Rwandans were 
recently naturalized in Tanzania. In addition, Rwanda is contemplating a birth 
control program. 


But, in order to do this, it will have to counter the traditional Rwandan mentality 
that favors large families, the children being the security and “old-age insurance" 
of the parents. 


What can one hope to do in this country, one of the poorest in Africa? Belgium 

has understood that the solution is an assistance program for development. Belgium 
provides Rwanda with the greatest share of the Cooperation Budget (1/10 of the 
latter, that is, 1 billion 200 million for the next 3 years; that is, 140 F each 
year by Belgium). 


Eight hundred Belgian cooperators (150 persons plus their families) live in Rwanda, 
as well as 150 volunteers, 350 persons belonging to religious orders, and 700 
"private persons" located in the country for personal business reasons. Belgian 
assistance to Rwanda represents one-third of the total financial contribution 

given by other countries and international institutions. Sixty percent of the 
latter is allotted to agricultural products: agronomic research for the improve- 
ment of the land and of seeds, the working of the land, the distribution of plants 
that are better suited to the ground. As for the rest, Belgian intervention affects 
the infrastructure, tourism, public health, education, and pedagogical research. 


However, while Belgian cooperation and technical assistance to Rwanda seem to 

answer the desires of the local authorities, great effort remains to be made in all 
fields. No doubt, in order to do this, one must count on the stability of the 
government that has been in place since 1973: that of General Juvenal Habyarimana, 
president of the republic and president of the single party (the National Revolution- 
ary Development Movement), who wants to implement a planned liberal economic pro- 
gram.

POSSIBLE POLITICAL ACTIVITY, VIOLENCE BY MOSLEM BROTHERHOODS 
Paris LE MONDE DIPLOMATIQUE in French May 81 pp 8, 9 


{Text} The attitude of Islam figures prominently among the uncertainties which 
weigh upon the future of Senegal after the voluntary withdrawal co retirement 
of President Senghor. Apprehension in this regard is especially justified 

by the tact that the Moslem presence is becoming increasingly visible and the 
fact that the two locally most powerful brotherhoods have always played a 

vital political role, 


Between 85 and 90 percent of the Senegalese population are adherents of Islam, 
The only real pocket of animist resistance is found in the Niokolo-Koba area, 
near the Guinean border, where the Bassari tribes live. The Christians, who 
represent 5-7 percent of the total population, are basically restricted to 
Casamance, a region south of Gambia which virtually cuts Senegal into two parts: 
the Serere country near Joal, the town where the former president was born; 

and the Petite Cote, a tourist area which is developing around Fadiouth. For 
completeness, the mullato families of St Louis, the former capital of Senegal 
and Goree, should be included, together with some elements of the Lebanese 
colony. However, the merchants of Lebanese descent settled on the Cap-Vert 
Peninsula are for the most part Moslem, and the sight of the shopkeepers selling 
their amber beads at the threshold of their booths is part of the scenery 

of daily life in Dakar. 


‘he entire territory of Senegal is dotted with mosques, built partly with the 
help of the Arab countries, but chiefly with the voluntary assistance of the 
Senegalese themselves. In many villages where only simple straw huts with 
thatched roofs are to be seen stand concrete buildings.

‘hot is ome of the reasons why, adopting the course followed by the former 
colonial administration, he used the marabouts as veritable vote getters. 


r their part, the leaders of the big Senegalese religious brotherhood--the

Fven if the Islamic revolution has so 
far come up against very few zealots, the shock wave of the 'Khomeyni effect" 
is nevertheless already perceptible, Beyond the ephemeral phetomenon of the 
1\Y/¥ unrest stirred up at Kaolack by the marabout Ahmed Khalifa Niasse, 
accurately called with little suggestion of respect the "ayatollah of Kaolack," 
who brietly took refuge in Libya and was arrested last month in Niger, the 
political revival of Islam in Senegal is widespread.
